Resetting the unit 



Before operating the unit for the first time or after replacing the car battery, you must reset the unit. 
Press the reset button with a pointed object, such as a ball-point pen.

Changing the transmitting 
frequency 

Because this unit processes CD playback sound 
through an FM tuner, there may be interference 
noise during CD playback. In this case, change 
the frequency of the modulated RF signal 
transmitted from the unit.
